The end is near in Vienna, and 
Marshals Tolbukhin and Malin- 
o are massing for a new drive 
to the West, says Reuter's corre- 
spondent in Moscow. 

In the fighting in Kónigsberg 
between April 6th and 10th the 
Russians claim to have taken more 
than 92,000 prisoners, while the 
number of German dead was 
42,000. The prisoners included 
four generals and 1,819 officers. 

The Soviet communiqué reported 
the capture of 2.023 field guns, 89 
tanks and self-propelled guns, 1,652 
mortars, 4,673 machine-guns, 119 
armoured carriers, 2 armoured 
trains, 8,560 lorries, 173 tractors 
and trailers, 574 railway engines, 
8,544 railway wagons, 146 river 
cutters and barges, and 441 dumps 
of various sorts. The communiqué 
also reported the destruction of 120 
aircraft, 1,193 guns, 568 mortars, 
104 tanks and self-propelled guns, 
82 armoured carriers, 1.719 lorries, 
23 railway engines, 215 railway 
wagons and 77 dumps. :
